SAN ANTONIO, Tex., September 10..With the known list of dead
standing at thirty-six this afternoon, police officials still believe an estimateof two hundred and fifty lives lost as a result of the disastrous flood
which struck this city early Saturday morning to be a conservative one.

No attempt has been made to estimate the property damage, but it is
certain to run into millions of dollars.

Because of the continued swollen' condition of the three streams
which caused the flood, the work of recovering bodies is progressing
slowly. Great piles oT driftwood which have lodged in trees and against
bridges, when removed, it is feared, will reveal additional dead. Many
bodies also are believed to have floated down stream and may never be
accounted for.

Relief work and sanitary precautions are well under way. A
thoroughly organized relief committee has begun caring for flood victimsand health officers are engaged in a rigid clean-up of the city.

HOUSES PILED ONE UPON ANOTHER.
Reports coming from outlying sections confirm the fear .that the

flood is the worst in the city's history. Streets in some instances have
been swept clean.almost their entire length. Houses in the southern
portion of the city were lifted from their foundations and piled one upon
another, or in some cases driven entirely through adjoining buildings.
Dead animals line the banks of the streams.

The flood waters from the San Antonio river and from Alazan creek
and small tributaries inundated an area approximately two miles long
by one-half mile wide, including the heart of the business section and
a portion of the residence section along River avenue and adjacent
streets, as well as the thickly populated west side, where today thousands

Three fires, believed by officials of
lie fire department to have been the
'ork of incendiaries, threatened the
ntire water front of Alexandria for
lore than two hours last night and
aused damage estimated at approxnately$250,000.
The most serious blaze started at

:40 o'clock in the large storage wareouseof the Virginia Shipbuilding
orporation. Damage at this plant
'as estimated at approximately $200.00.The second blaze was at the
rame warehouse of the Mutual Ice
ompany, In which was stored several
liousand dollars' worth of cotton, the
roperty of the United States govrnment.This fire started exactly one
our after the first. Damage here
-as estimated at about $50,000.
During the progress of the ice
impany warehouse fire, a third lee-eriousblaze started on a houseboat
nchored off the river front above the
lant of the Old Dominion Glass
ompany. Damage probably will be
xed at less than $1,000. '

Fire Department Taxed.
Every piece of apparatus of th_.
.lexandria fire department was
ushed to tl.e shipyard and put the
laze under control after an hour of
espcrate fire fighting. The waret-use,which was reduced to a

moldering mass of twisted steel,
rick and debtis, housed valuable
quipment for use on the 9,400-ton

Thousands Attracted.

The fire blazed up suddenly. Within

Approximately live
housand persons witnessed the blaze.
?hree streams from the Alexandria
ire department were thrown on the
Ire after it had gained considerable
eadway and six streams from the
hlpbulldlng company's water system
cere shortly afterward sprayed on
he blaze, pumped from artesian
veils.
The electric plant of the shipyard

ras put into operation as soon as
ossible and arc lights illuminating
hrough the grounds aided the flrelenconsiderably. The Firefighter
rom the Washington fire departient'8dock, arrived at about 8:2*.
'he stream from its water-cannon,
owever. failed to reach the burning
ull41ng, but did effectual work in
reventlng the spread of the fire to
djolning structures. .

Shortly after the shipyard blase
ras placed under control, word came
hat the Mutual Ice Company's wareouse.approximately a mile north on
he river front, was in flames. Fire
ihlef E. J. McDermott of Alexanrla.requested fire officers of the
Pashtngton tug to proceed there. The
'Irefighter arrived at 9:15, at which
Ime the warehouse had been reduced
o a red-hot ash heap, but in this case
lso the tug aided in preventing the
pread of flames.
